REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The amendments to claims 1, 11, 16, 22 and 41 as well as the cancellation of claims 6 
and 15 in the response filed on June 12, 2009 have been acknowledged. 

2. In view of the cancellation of claim 15, the previous claim objection is withdrawn. 

3. In view of the cancellation of claim 6, the previous rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph is withdrawn. 

4. In view of the amendments to the claims, the previous rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph is withdrawn. 

5. The terminal disclaimer filed on June 1 2, 2009 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date has been 
reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

6. Claims 1-4, 7, 9-11, 14, 16, 17, 20, 22-25, 41, 42 and 44-46 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Jackson (U.S. Patent 5,013,366) is the closest prior art of record. Jackson does not fairly 
anticipate or suggest a semiconductor cleaning method with the combination of processing steps 
as claimed, specifically including brushing the semiconductor surface concurrently with the gas 
bubble formation caused by changing a thermodynamic condition of the supercritical fluid 
adjacent to the semiconductor surface. 

The search conducted by the examiner has not indicated more relevant documents. Thus, 
the art of record does not fairly teach or suggest including brushing the semiconductor surface 
concurrently with the gas bubble formation caused by changing a thermodynamic condition of 
the supercritical fluid adjacent to the semiconductor surface.
